Fall Fire Hazard 
Season is 
now upon us 

Bracken County resi¬ 
dents are reminded that Fire 
Hazard Season is upon us. 

According to KRS 
149.400, Kentucky Forest 
Fire Hazard Season is Oct. 1 
through Dec. 15 and Feb. 15 
through April 30. 

During the forest fire 
hazard seasons, even though 
the precautions required by 
KRS 149.375 have been tak¬ 
en, it is unlawful for any per¬ 
son to: set fire to, or to pro¬ 
cure another to set fire to, any 
flammable material capable 
of spreading fire, located in 
or within one hundred fifty 
feet (150’) of any woodland 
or brushland, except be¬ 
tween the hours of 6 p.m. 
and 6 a.m., prevailing local 
time, or when the ground is 
covered with snow. 

Remember, all fires 
should be attended until ex¬ 
tinguished.

On September 27, 
1862, Basil Duke led 450 
Confederate soldiers into 
Bracken County for the 
final time. Before he left 
the county the next day, 21 
Confederate soldiers lay 
dead in Augusta along with 
18 injured. In the course 
of the battle, 10 members 
of the Bracken County mi¬ 
litia led by Joshua T. Brad¬ 
ford would be dead and 
5 wounded. In addition, 
much of the core of the 
town of Augusta would be 
destroyed by fire or cannon 
fire. The next day Duke 
was confronted by Union 
forces as he was pardoning 
soldiers in the courthouse 
in Brooksville, with the 
loss of another Union sol¬ 
dier.

Said conduct cre¬ 
ating a substantial danger of 
death or serious injury to the 
operation of one of the other 
vehicles involved in the col¬ 
lision; and (4) committed the 
offense of possession of mari¬ 
juana, when he knowingly and 
unlawfully was found to be 
in possession of marijuana. If 
convicted, the wanton endan¬ 
germent charges are punish¬ 
able up 1-5 years imprison¬ 
ment each.

Actually Seeing Stars 


When we talk about cataracts, 
it is usually within the context 
of older individuals with 
age-related changes in their 
eyes’ lenses that make them 
increasingly opaque and 
thereby leading to blurred 
vision. However, it should 
also be noted that injury can 
lead to cataracts at any time. A 
recent example of such trauma- 
induced cataract involved an 
Austrian man who went to his 
physician with a complaint of 
progressively worsening vision. 
The man was found to have a 
star-shaped cataract in the eye 
in which he had been punched 
nine months earlier. When his 
eyeball was struck, the impact 
reverberated to cause opacity in 
the pattern of a star in his eye 
lens. The cataract was removed 
in the usual manner.

AN ORDINANCE PROVIDING FOR THE 
ASSESSMENT, LEVY AND COLLECTION OF CITY 
AD VALOREM PROPERTY TAXES AND FIXING 
INTEREST AND PENALTIES FOR DELINQUENT 
TAXES FOR THE CITY OF BROOKSVILLE, 
KENTUCKY FOR THE YEAR 2013-2014. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY OF 
BROOKSVILLE, KENTUCKY: 

10. ) That the assessment of real and personal property 
for property situated within the City of Brooksville, 
Kentucky, made and returned by the Bracken County 
Property Valuation Administrator and equalized and 
returned by the County Board of Supervisors and the tax 
book listing, said assessments certified by the Kentucky 
Department of Revenue pursuant to KRS 136.180, 
as the assessment of all taxable property in the City of 
Brooksville, subject to taxation at the rate fixed herein, is 
hereby adopted. 

11. ) That for the use and benefit of the General Fund 
of the City of Brooksville, Kentucky for its Fiscal year 
ending June 30, 2014 there are hereby levied ad valorem 
property taxes of A$.363 per $100.00 valuation of real 
property taxable by the City of Brooksville, and $.845 
on each $100.00 valuation of tangible personal property 
taxable by the City. 

12. )That for purposes of this ordinance, property 
shall be defined as all real and personal property within 
the corporate limits of the City of Brooksville, Kentucky 
on January 1, 2013 except for that property exempt by 
statute or subject only to taxation by the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, and includes all personal property of persons 
domiciled or actually residing in the City on January 1, 
2013. 

13. )“Real Property” includes all lands within the City 
of Brooksville and improvements thereon. “Personal 
Property” includes every species and character of property, 
tangible and intangible, other than real property. 

14. )That all monies received from all sources, except 
as otherwise provided herein, including but not limited to 
returns, fines, licenses, proprietary funds, franchise fees, 
interest and forfeitures or penalties shall be paid into 
the General Fund for general expenses, debt retirement 
and capital improvements incidental to the operation of 
municipal governments. 

15. )All City ad valorem property taxes are due and 
payable on November 1, 2013 in accordance with KRS 
92.590, and are delinquent after December 31,2013. There 
shall be a 2% discount if paid before November 1, 2013. 
A 2% penalty shall be added after December 31, 2013 and 
a penalty of 10% is imposed upon all ad valorem taxes 
which are not paid on or before January 31, 2014 unless 
the delinquent date is extended by municipal order of the 
City Council. In addition to the above penalty, unpaid and 
delinquent ad valorem taxes shall bear interest at the rate 
of 6% per annum beginning January 1, 2014 until paid. 

16. )That all the foregoing taxes, penalties and 
interest shall be collected by the City Clerk/Treasurer and 
accounted for according to law. 

17. )The invalidation of any part of this Ordinance 
shall not affect validity of any other part hereof and all 
ordinances, municipal orders, executive orders and 
resolutions in confiict herewith are repealed to the extent 
of such confiict. 

18. )This Ordinance shall take effect from and after its 
adoption, approval and publication as provided by law.

2. ) All taxes levied herein shall be for the general 
expenses of the City of Brooksville, Kentucky and the 
above taxes shall not be used for any other purpose than 
that for which they are levied. 

3. ) The City Clerk shall certify the 2014 motor vehicle 
property tax rate to the Revenue Cabinet, Department of 
Property Valuation, Frankfort, Kentucky. 

4. ) This ordinance shall take effect January 1, 2014, 
after its passage, approval, and publication as required by 
law.

While 
the mornings were quite 
nippy and overcast, the sun 
came out in the afternoons 
which gave us most pleasant 
temperatures for the outdoor 
activities! The Bracken 
County Middle School Cubs 
won over Bishop Brossart 
on Saturday afternoon as 
grandson Andrew played 
his final eighth grade game 
and the Emmet and Helen 
Jones Family Reunion at the 
Washington Park Sunday 
afternoon was equally 
successful! 

Now that Monday 
morning is here, we need 
to get busy and the first 
order of business would be 
the location of the roll-off 
dumpsters this week. As soon 
as the containers are filled at 
Berlin and Foster they will 
be relocated to Augusta at the 
railroad underpass at the end 
of Long Stretch Road and to 
Powersville. The roll-off will 
be replaced at the Western 
Hills School. Evidently 
some folks don’t believe in 
rules because thus far, ten 
tires have been put into the 
dumpsters!

This week we need to explain 
the proper preparation of 
canning jars. Step One

quick rinse and step three - 
put the jar into the recycling 
trailer. Sounds simple 
enough but the Recycling 
Center was quite dismayed 
with the contents of one of 
our trailers last week.

ORDINANCE NO. 2013-T-l 

AN ORDINANCE PROVIDING FOR THE 
ASSESSMENT, LEVY & COLLECTION OF CITY 
AD VALOREM PROPERTY TAXES AND FIXING 
INTEREST AND PENALTIES FOR DELINQUENT 
TAXES FOR THE CITY OF AUGUSTA, KENTUCKY 
FOR THE YEAR ENDING JUNE 30TH, 2014. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY OF AUGUSTA, 
KENTUCKY as follows: 

1. That the assessment of real and personal property 
for property situated within the City of Augusta, Kentucky, 
made and returned by the Bracken County Property 
Valuation Administrator and equalized and returned by 
the County Board of Supervisors and the tax book listing 
said assessments certified by the Kentucky Department of 
Revenue pursuant to K.R.S. 136.180, as the assessment 
of all taxable property in the City of Augusta subject to 
taxation at the rates(s) fixed herein, is hereby adopted. 

2. That for the use and benefit of the General Fund of 
the City of Augusta, Kentucky for its fiscal year ending 
June 30th, 2014, there are hereby levied ad valorem 
property taxes of .306 on each $100.00 valuation of real 
property taxable by the City of Augusta and .589 on each 
$100.00 valuation of tangible personal property by the 
City. 

3. That for the operation and maintenance of 
recreational facilities within the City of Augusta, pursuant 
to Ordinance 91-T-2, there is hereby levied an ad valorem 
tax of .0449 of each $100.00 valuation of real property 
taxable by the City of Augusta, and .074 on each $100.00 
of tangible personal property taxable by the City of 
Augusta, except bank deposits (Franchise Tax) which are 
not taxed for this purpose. 

4. That for the operation and maintenance of library 
facilities within the City of Augusta, Kentucky, pursuant 
to Ordinance 80-18 there is hereby levied an ad valorem 
tax of .0449 of each $100.00 valuation of real property 
taxable by the City of Augusta, and .074 on each $100.00 
of tangible personal property taxable by the City of 
Augusta, except bank deposits (Franchise Tax) which are 
not taxed for this purpose. 

5. That for the purposes of this Ordinance property 
shall be defined as all real and personal property within 
the corporate limits of the City of Augusta, Kentucky on 
January 1st, 2013 except for property exempt by statute 
or subject only to taxation by the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky and includes all personal property of persons 
domiciled or actually residing within the City on January 
1st, 2013. 

6. “Real Property” includes all lands within the City of 
Augusta and improvements thereon. “Personal Property” 
includes every species and character of property, tangible 
and intangible, other than real property. 

7. That all monies received from all sources, except 
as otherwise provided herein, including, but not limited 
to returns, fines, proprietary funds, franchise fees, interest 
and forfeiture or penalties shall be paid into the General 
Fund for general expenses, debt retirement and capital 
improvements incidental to the operation of municipal 
governments. 

8. All city ad valorem property taxes are due and 
payable onNovember 1st, 2013, in accordance with K.R.S. 
92.590 and are delinquent on December 31st, 2013, unless 
the delinquent date is extended by Municipal Order of the 
City Council. A discount of 2% will be allowed if paid 
in full by October 31st, 2013. A penalty of 5% will be 
assessed if paid after December 31st, 2013, and a penalty 
of 21% will be assessed if paid after January 31st, 2014. 
In addition to the above penalties, unpaid and delinquent 
ad valorem taxes shall bear interest at the rate of 12% per 
annum beginning January 1st, 2014 until paid. 

9. That should any such taxes become delinquent, the 
City of Augusta shall be entitled to recover its reasonable 
attorney’s fees incurred in attempting to cure said 
delinquency (which shall include but not be limited to 
attorney’s fees incurred relating to the filing of municipal 
tax liens and the release of same upon payment of all of the 
sums owed; and attorney’s fees incurred in the preparation 
and filing of pleadings in a tax collection action brought 
by the City or other unit of government, or of pleadings 
filed in a foreclosure action brought by another entity or 
individual concerning the subject real property), and such 
attorney’s fees shall also be paid over to the City Clerk in 
addition to the delinquent taxes before said delinquency 
shall be considered cured. 

10. That all foregoing taxes, penalties and interest 
and attorney’s fees shall be collected by the City Clerk/ 
Treasurer and accounted for according to law. 

11. The invalidation of any part of this ordinance shall 
not affect the validity of any other part hereof 

12. This ordinance shall be in full force and effect 
upon its adoption, recordation and publication as required 
by law.

Lions KidSight Screening for Amblyopia

The Washington Lions 
Club is in full swing with 
Lazy Eye testing at six of 
our local schools. Every 
two years the Washington 
Lions Club does KidSight 
Screening for school kids 
up to the age of six. Again 
this year we are screening 
students at Straub Elemen¬ 
tary, Highlands Christian, 
St. Patrick, Taylor Elemen¬ 
tary in Brooksville, St. Au¬ 
gustine School in Augusta 
and Augusta Elementary. 
The tests are done with no 
cost to the school or the 
families involved. Students 
from Mary Beth Riggins 
Health Science class at the 
Mason County Area Tech¬ 
nology Center assisted with 
the eye screening. Those 
students are Tori Blevins, 
Hunter Kelsch and Megan 
Bedinghaus. The school 
administrators did an out¬ 
standing job scheduling 
student and coordinating 
testing activities. Special 
thanks to Kelly Grayson, 
Fonda Childers, Sherry 
Merrill, Sue Ellen Paris, 
Mindy Hamilton, Mary Zei- 
gler and Principals Christy 
Jones and Robert Kelsch. 

Lions Clubs across the 
state sponsor eye screen¬ 
ing for their local schools. 
All screening results are 
forwarded to the Louis¬ 
ville Eye Foundation. The 
Foundation has the respon¬ 
sibility of checking all test¬ 
ing results and providing 
feedback to the families 
involved. About 3% of the 
student tested for Amblyo¬ 


pia are referred for further 
evaluations. 

A PediaVision camera/ 
computer is used for the Eye 
Screening test. The camera 
is relatively easy to use and 
when held correctly automat¬ 
ically takes a snapshot of the 
students’ eyes. The screening 
results are saved on a flash 
drive along with student in¬ 
formation. The student snap¬ 
shots immediately provides 
an indication of a pass or re¬ 
fer condition related to Am¬ 
blyopia. 

The Eye Screening tests 
are mainly to detect a condi¬ 
tion called Amblyopia, com¬ 
monly known as lazy eye. 
Amblyopia causes more vi¬ 
sual loss in the under 40 age 
group than all the injuries and 
diseases combined in this age 
group. Lazy Eye is an eye 
condition in which there is 
blurry or reduced vision that 
is not correctable by glasses. 


contact lenses or eye surgery. 
Lazy eye can cause loss of vi¬ 
sion, including loss of depth 
perception and two-eyed 3D 
vision. Lazy eye treatment 
can yield improvements at 
any age, but early detec¬ 
tion and treatment still offer 
easier treatment and the best 
chances for a cure. 

Comprehensive vision 
examinations are needed for 
infants, toddlers, and pre¬ 
school children. A pediatri¬ 
cian’s eye exam or a 20/20 
eye chart screening is not 
adequate for the detection of 
amblyopia and other visual 
conditions which are related 
to or mistakenly called lazy 
eye. The PediaVision camera 
is designed to detect several 
abnormal eye conditions but 
used mainly to detect Am¬ 
blyopia. 

What is a Lazy Eye or 
Amblyopia? Amblyopia, 
commonly known as lazy eye. 


is the eye condition noted 
by reduced vision not cor¬ 
rectable by glasses or con¬ 
tact lenses and is not due to 
any eye disease. The brain, 
for some reason, does not 
fully acknowledge the im¬ 
ages seen by the amblyopic 
eye. This almost always af¬ 
fects only one eye but may 
manifest with reduction of 
vision in both eyes. It is es¬ 
timated that three percent 
of children under six have 
some form of amblyopia. 

Since amblyopia usu¬ 
ally occurs in one eye only 
and a lazy eye condition 
can exist without a notice¬ 
able eye turn. Many par¬ 
ents and children are not 
aware of any symptoms. In 
other words, unfortunately, 
symptoms of lazy eye are 
often NOT obvious to the 
outside observer (parent, 
teacher, school nurse or pe¬ 
diatrician, etc.) 

KidSight screening is 
highly recommended for 
infants and pre-school chil¬ 
dren. Otherwise, many chil¬ 
dren go undiagnosed until 
they have their eyes exam¬ 
ined at the eye doctor’s of¬ 
fice at a much later age.

AN ORDINANCE LEVYING AN AD VALOREM 
PROPERTY TAX ON ALL MOTOR VEHICLES 
AND WATERCRAFT BY THE CITY OF AUGUSTA, 
KENTUCKY FOR THE YEAR 2014 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY OF AUGUSTA, 
KENTUCKY as follows: 

1. That the Ad Valorem property tax rate for the 
year on motor vehicles and watercraft is hereby fixed at 
.185 on each and every $100.00 worth of motor vehicles 
and watercraft, as assessed by the Property Valuation 
Administrator as of January 1st, 2014 subject to taxes for 
city purposes. 

2. All taxes levied herein shall be for the general 
expenses of the City of Augusta, Kentucky and the above 
taxes shall not be used for any other purpose than that for 
which they are levied. 

3. That should any such taxes become delinquent, the 
City of Augusta shall be entitled to recover its reasonable 
attorney’s fees incurred in attempting to cure said 
delinquency and such attorneys fees shall be paid before 
said delinquency shall be considered cured. 

4. The City Clerk shall certify the 2014 motor vehicle 
property tax rate to the Revenue Cabinet, Department of 
Property Valuation, Frankfort, Kentucky. 

5. This ordinance shall take effect January 1st, 2014, 
after its passage, approval and publication as required by 
law.

Farms are fiin places — 
with all that fi'esh air, sunshine, 
and room to run around. But 
they’re also places where real 
work gets done. And some 
of that work involves equip¬ 
ment that can be dangerous if 
someone doesn’t know how to 
be safe. 

Kids who live on farms re¬ 
ally need to know what it takes 
to be safe. They probably help 
out on the farm and need to 
know the safety rules that can 
prevent injuries. According to 
the National Safety Council, 
farming is one of America’s 
most hazardous jobs. Kids 
ages 10 to 14 are at high risk 
for injury, often because they 
take on a job or task that they 
aren’t ready to handle. 

If you do work on a farm, 
listen to parents or other super¬ 
visors. Be careful where you 
play and don’t go out to work 
on the farm on your own. If 
you’re helping out, don’t try 
to use equipment or tackle big 
projects if you haven’t been 
properly trained. If there’s a job 
you really want to do, such as 
driving a tractor, you’ll prob¬ 
ably have to wait until you get 
a little older.

Safety Around Equipment 

Take a look around any 
farm. How many different piec¬ 
es of equipment do you see? 
And how many are bigger than 
you are? These machines may 
look pretty cool, but the bot¬ 
tom line is that kids should 
not operate farm machinery. 

Pickup trucks, tractors, 
threshers, lawn mowers, and 
all-terrain vehicles (ATVs) are 
powerful machines. But these 
machines and all other types 
of farm equipment are not safe 
for kids to ride on (even with 
an adult present), play on, or 
even be around, no matter 
whether they are in use or not. 
It’s really easy to get thrown 
fi'om a tractor, thresher, or 
riding mower. 

Here are some more tips to 
remember around equipment: 

• Never ride in the back of 
a pickup truck or on the fender 
of a tractor. 

• Never get on a tractor 
as an extra rider. 

• Stay out of the path of 
moving equipment. 

• Don’t use electric 
power tools without adult 
supervision and always use 
protective equipment like 
gloves and goggles.

Hunter Education 
Course to be held 
Saturday, October 5 

It’s that time of year 
again, time for the Hunter 
Education Course to be 
held in Bracken County at 
the county Extension Office 
on October 5, at 8 a.m. un¬ 
til completion. With many 
hunting seasons already un¬ 
der way and many more to 
come in the next months it is 
the perfect time to get your 
hunters education card. 

Everyone the age of 
twelve and over, born on or 
after January 1, 1975 is re¬ 
quired a hunters education 
card to participate in hunting 
activities. Also those who 
plan on hunting in some oth¬ 
er states are required no mat¬ 
ter the age. Twelve years old 
is when youth are required 
to get the card and they may 
take the course as young as 
ten. Every state recognizes 
each others hunter education 
cards as Kentucky recogniz¬ 
es all other states. 

This 10 hour training 
course includes study in 
hunter ethics, wildlife con¬ 
servation and identification, 
field care of game, trapping, 
first aid, firearm safety, ar¬ 
chery and muzzleloading.
